Text of the Actto Amend the Judi- 
cial System of the United States. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House 

af Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That 
the Sapreme Court of the United States 
shall fter consist of the Chief 
Justice of the United States and eight 
associate justices, any six of whom 
shall constitute @ quorum; and for the 
purposes of this act there shall be ap- 
pointed an additional associate justice 
of said coart. 

Sec.2. And be it further enacted, 

That for each of the nine existing judi- 

cial cireuits there shall be inted a 

circuit judge, who shall nn - e in his 

circuit, and shall possess the same 

wer and jurisdiction therein as the 

ustice of the Supreme Court allotted to 
the circuit. The circuit courts in each 
circuit shall be held by the Justice of 
the Supreme Court allotted to the cir- 
cuit, or by the circuit judge of the cir- 
cuit, or by the district judge of the cdis- 
trict sitting alone, or by the justice of 
the Supreme Court and circuit judge 
sitting together, in which case the 
tice of the Supreme Court shall 
or in the absence of either of them, by 
the other — shall preside) and the 
disirict judge.

WHERE has all the money gone? 
The annals of rascality do not afford a 
parallel to the thievery and knavery 
and corruption that culminated under 
Radical rule. In high and low places 
the itch for plunder has been irrepres- 
sible. The Treasury Department, which 
should have been watched with lynx- 
eyed vigilance, was not exempt from 
the general proclivity to theft, pecula- 
tion and robbery. The country has 
been informed of many of the atroci- 
ties of the “‘ whisky rings,”’ and other 
brigands, but it is only recently that 
the report of the joint committee, ap- 
pointed by Congress in March, 1867, to 
examine into the condition of the 
Printing Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment, has seen daylight. The 
Louisville Courier-Journal has been 
dipping into this report, and has fished 
out the following interesting particu- 
lars: “‘It appears by the present re- 
port, which is certainly none too 
thorough, that, in the earlier issue of 
the bonds, the loss was small, but that, 
as soon as heavier operations com- 
menced, matters were conducted so 
loosely, so carelessly, so confusedly, 
that it was almost impossible to ascer- 
tain, with any approximation to cer- 
tainty, how many bonds were actually 
and honestly issued to the public, and 
how many stolen and put into cir- 
culation by the thieves. Of the first 
loan of 1861, the committee say that 
one bond of $1,000 is missing and 
not accounted for. Of the Treasury 
notes issued in March, 1861, two notes 
of $1,000 each are unaccounted for and 
no explanation can be obtained in re- 
gard tothem. Of the loans made in 
March, 1861, for the Oregon war debt, 
fourteen coupon bonds of $500 each 
were alleged to have been lost in the 
steamer Golden Gate, and Congress, on 
what was accepted as evidence of the 
fact, authorized these bonds to be du- 
plicated and paid over to the claim- 
ants, but itis now proved that the 
bonds were not lost at all, nineteen 
eoupons, some of the original and some

THE PAST AND FUTURE OF 
MEMPHIS. 


Her Natural Advantages——Her In- 
debtedness Railroad ton- 
neciions—The True Policy for Her 
Merchants. 


rtunately, got 


In view of the approaching Conven- 
tion to be held in this city on the 18th 
of May, I ‘propose to collect and ar- 
rangesome statistics showing the rapid 
growth of Memphis during the last 
thirty-five years, and thence drawing 
a reasonable conclusion as to her pros- 
pects in the future. The natural ad- 
vantages of Memphis as a commercial 
and manufacturing city, are not ex- 
celled, if equalled, by any city in the 
West. She is on the dividing line be- 


tween the cotton and grain States, and 
is at a suitable point for the exchange 
of the products ef the different sections. 
She is not subject to the severe 
cold of the Northern States, nor to the 
long continued and enervating heat of 
the extreme south. Pork and beef 
may be slaughtered and preserved with 
as much safety as in Chicago or St. 
Louis, and owing to her nearness to the 
cotton fields of the South, manufac- 
turies may be established that. will 
rival those of New England. Her po- 
sition on the Mississippi river, at a 
int where there is perpetual naviga- 
ion, gives her immense advantages. 
For heavy freights, which will furnish 
the bulk of her commerce, the river, 
with the improvements that are now 
going on, will always afford the cheap- 
est and best transportation. 

Railroads will bring omg freights 
for shipment up and down the river, 
and in that way will doa profitable 
business. These facts must have an 
important bearing upon the future 
commercial prospects of this city. It 
is estimated, by men skilled in navi- 
gating the river, that the relative cost 
of land and water transportation will 
be about, if not, four to one against the 
former, the freights by river being on 
an average thirty cents per one hund- 
red pounds, while the tariff by rail is 
generally one dollar more. ‘The com- 
mercial greatness of this city depends 
then more upon her situation on the 
Mississippi river ata point where there 
is uninterupted navigation during the 
whole year, than even upon her rail- 
road facilities, important and valuable 
as these undoubtedly are. 

There is no city on this continent 
‘surrounded by a country having the 
same variety and abundance of pro- 
ductions as Memphis. Take this city 
as the center, and with a radius of two 
hundred miles describe a circle, and in 
it will be found the finest portion of 
}the United States. Corn, cotton, to- 
bacco, wheat, rye, barley, and almost 
every variety of vegetable production, 
will be found to grow within this circle 
in ~ profusion. It has also in it 
coal, iron, water power, and every- 
thing necessary for success in manu- 

The alluvial lands of the Mississippi, 
which are much richer than ever were 
those in the valley of the Nile—the 
uplands of Tennessee, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Arkansas, nearly all lie 
within this cirele. Also the rich min- 
eral depots of Alabama and Tennessee 
are nearer to Memphis than to an 
other city on the great river. She 
the natural distributing city for the 
meg of the Western States, such as 

our, bacon and provisions generally, 
as well as for the cotton and tobacco of 
the South. There also will the manu- 
factures of Alabama, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi and Georgia, which must in- 
crease shortly in a few yaars, find their 
best market. Situated midway be- 
tween the two oceans, nearly equi- 
distant from the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi and its upper navigable waters 
in the eenter of the t Mississipp 
valley and connected by one or more 
lines of railway with the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, she must become to this 
continent what Memphis was in the 
olden time, a magnificent city. Ino 
order, however, for her to realize the 
full benefit of her natural advantages, 
she should be guided by wise counsels, 
and her citizens should be animated by 
a liberal public spirit and governed by 
enlightened self-interest.

WAR OF THE ELEMENTS. 


Terrible Wind and Haitstorms at 
Different Points in the West. 

Sr. Loum, Aptil 2—Th6 damage by the 
hail storm yesterday evening will proba- 
bly reach $100,000. No serious casualties 
reported. The weather this morning is 
clear and cool, 

_ April 20.—A tornado passed 
over the upper portion of this city last 
evening, destroying a large amount of 
property, carrying away houses, taking 
off roofs, ete, One man killed and nam- 
bers injured. ‘The fowa brewery and the 
Fifth Ward school-house were unroofed. 
It was the most destructive storm ever 
known in this section. 

INDIANAPOLIS, April nine 
o’clock last night a terrific rain and hail- 
storm, accompanied by wind and light- 
ning, passed over this city. The Indiana 
Central Railroad freight depot was blown 
down and a number of other buildings 
unroofed, The watchman at the Central 
depot, Allen MeCutheon, was killed and 
several other employes seriously injured.

D. A. Nunn, of Tennessee, Minister to 
Equador; C. N. Riote, of Texas, Minister 
to Nicaragua; G, W. Houghton, Supervis- 
ing Inspector for steamboats for the Sixth 
District; James Kelly, Postmaster of New 
York city; F. 8S. Richards, of Tennessee, 
Consul at Leeds; Thomas McElrath reap- 
pointed Appraiser of Merchandize for New 
York port. 

The National Executive Committee of 
the Union League, which has usually met 
in Washington, will convene at the St. 
Nicholas, in New York on the 30th of 
June. 

The new organization of Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, which has been under con- 
sideration by the Commissioner and his 
assistants, went into effect to-day. The 
various branches of the office are divided 
into three prominent divisions. 

There was a very large crowd of visitors 
at the Executivé Mansion this a. m., the 
doors of the President's oflice 
being opened until twelve o'clock, 
Those present availed themselves of the 
opportunity of obtaining an interview. 
Among those who had an interview were 
Senators Cattell, Hamlin, Drake, Morton, 
Thayer. Robert Linegoln also paid a visit 
of respect to the President. 

The Cabinet met at noon—all present 
except Borie. 

About one hundred clerks have so far 
been discharged from the Third Auditor's 
office, and forty new appointments made, 
two of whom are colored, one is Robert 
Douglass, son of Fred Douglass—the other, 
James E. O'Hare, was clerk in the North 
Carolina Constitutional Convention. 

The rush of visitors at the appointment 
office of the Treasury was intolerable to- 
day. 

Charles Lyman, of Ohio, who has oc- 
cupied the desk in the dead letter office 
since 1861, has been appointed its super- 
intendent. 

Confirmations by the Senate—W. B. 
Spalding, Assessor Fifth District of Ten- 
nessee; H. B. Bowen, Fifth Auditor of the 
Treasury; W. H. Smith, Marshall of Geor- 
gia; Horace Rubles, Minister to Switzer- 
land. 

The President withdrew several nomina- 
tions, including A. 8. Russell, of Pennsyl- 
vania, Minister to Costa Rica. He also 
sent to the Senate the last batch of nomi- 
nations for the present executive session, 
He will present a few more in place of 
nominations rejected or withdrawn. 
About two hundred nominations remain 
to be acted upon. 


Senator Ross, in his speech in the Sen- 
ate to-day, said the statements of his in- 
terview with the President were grossly 
incorrect and slanderous, and had been 
promulgated by parties interested in man- 
ufacturing public opinion against him, 
who were witnesses to the interview. In 
justice to the President he felt it his duty 
to say that on the occasion referred to no 
word inconsistent with the strictest rules 
of propriety and decorum was uttered, 
by either party to the interview. ¢ in- 
terview sought by him was not for the 
purpose of importuning the President to 
appoint this or that man, he had never 
yet approached him for that purpose, and 
had no design at present of doing so. His 
object was to protect against the sweeping 
removal of Radicals in his State. During 
the interview he was astonished and pain- 
ed to hear from the President the asser- 
tion that whereany man held office during 
the last year and a half, it was{presump- 
tive evidence that he was a Johnson man. 
He proceeded at length to criticise the re- 
movals and appointments that had been 
made in his State, A portion of the dele- 
gation had demanded, and the President 
had coneeded, the summary dismissal of 
Republican offices holders on mere charge of 
want of fealty to Republicans, which 
charges the men making them knew, in 
many cases, to be false and slanderous. 
He charged that of the new appointments 
searcely one had been taken from the 
soldiers who fought against the rebellion, 
but, in their stead, skulkers in time of 
danger, and notoriously unfit for any 
public charge. 


Mr. Pomeroy briefly replied to his col- 
league, saying he was well satisfied with 
the President and his adarinistration, He 
saw nothing te complain of and nothing to 
censure.

The aspect of mercantile affairs is with- 
out change, and the same is true with re- 
gard to money matters. Inthe absence of 
packets from the North there was less 
merchandize offered on the general mar- 
ket, and business was therefore restricted, 
almost to the execution of small country 
orders, for four, provisions and groceries. 
The course of gold tends to stiffen values, 
but such is the competition for trade that 
it is difficult to realize satisfactory prices 
for anything. Money and exchange are 
alike easy, and in full sympathy with the 
inactive state of the markets. 

Gold was offered sparingly, but in suffi- 

cient amount to meet the demand which 
waslight. It opénedin New York at 1H@ 
134% ,was 133% at noon,and closed at 134%, 
The advance, of course, is due chiefly to 
the possibility of war with England, on 
‘the question of the Alabama claims, but 
dealers here lack confidence fm ite stabil- 
ity, and, therefore, operate cautiously, 
not inclined to bid higher than 133, though 
133 was paid in two instances at least, 
and $2,000 was taken from a ban« at 1, 
for shipment to the interior. The decline 
in gold at noon was due to the ‘‘bulis” 
creating a large short interest. 

In scrip there was little apparent move- 
ment. A buyer was in the market for 
$1,200 city credit at 77, which was refused 
by one dealer, though others were willing 
to sel] at this rate. The feeling is that 
higher prices, both for city and county 
scrip, is only a question of a few months, 
but there is no counter demand of conse- 
quence, and dealers are cautious about 
tying up money to any extent for the 
summer. They are ready to buy, however, 
at 75 for city, and 70 for county, and take 
the chances. 

Jt is now understood, from a legal gen- 
tleman just from Washington, that the 
Supreme Court will not render any de- 
cision in the case involving the question 
of the responsibility of the State for the 
issue of the Bank of Tennessee, until its 
next session, in October, This, of course, 
has depressed the market, and put an end 
to speculation for the present. Several 
parties offered to realize at a deeline of 2@ 
3cents from the late nominal rate, but 
strong holders, a general thing, are confi- 
dent and firm. 

In stocks there is no movement what- 
ever. There is some demand but no offer- 
ings. Government securities opened with- 
out material change, in New York, but 
exhibited a declining tendency at noon, 
and closed as follows:
